WASHINGTON. March 27. 
JUST before this session of Congress began there were predictions 
galore that one of the first topics to come up for consideration would 
be that ot pension-«, for the aged. Further, it was asserted that plans 
along these lines were assured of such strong bipartisan support that 
early enactment of an “adquate measure was sure. 


THESE expectations were based upon a number of significant things. 
First, this is an election year and sessions of Congress are peculiaNy 
susceptible to proposals of this kind in such year. 
Second, the number 
of citizens over 60 years old now in the country is well over 11,000,000 
or 1 out of every 13. The number grows annually and it is estimated 
that in 30 years will have reached ‘21.000.000 or 1 out of 8.
